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THE OXFORD AND HARVARD RACE.
From the N. Y. Times.

A oable despatoh has told us that the match
between the two champion amatenr boat-
olubs of England and Amerioa i really made;
and a8 it so happens that these champlon
smateurs reprepent two lllustrions oolleges,
the race itself will exeite an interest far groator
than could any possible struggle of profes-
glonsl oarsmen.

The Harvard challenge has three times baen
gont within two years in diferent forms; and
as Oxford was nnwilling to make & malch in-
volving the two different styles of rowing,
point after polnt was congeded, until now the
raoe has besn arrapged wholly on the Oxford
plap. Undoubtedly, at the siart, uo such race
was oontemplated by our oarsmen. Harvard
has sbout 500 under-graduates to choose a
crew from, Oxford and Cambridge each from
2000 to 2000, and the latter average two or
three years older. What the Harvard Club
originally proposed was to test their plan of
gteering withont coxswaing against the Oxford

lan of pulling with coxswains. They thera-

re desired that each crew ghould pull the
race in ita own way, and onlits own system;
but at lost they yisldad everything, It is
generally believed that, under the present
conditions, Harvard has almost no chance to
win, more especially as ita new crew have
pever till now rowed together at all, while the
é‘Oxford four'’ have puiled together in races
for years; bnt that our American college will
do itself credit, in spite of all odds, is beyond
guestion; and In conguering it Oxford will
bave no trivial task.

In any onse, the sympathies of our conntry-
men will go with Iiarvard, and even the
many orews they have so often suocesafully
met in friendly rivalry, believiog them to be
worthy representatives of American non-
prolesslo oaremanship, will send good
wishes with them. A siogle exception, how-
ever, i3 the Zribune's Londom correspondent,
who appears to carry juvenile grudges into
gpastarer life, and who characteriatically tries
to counteract the praise the London papers
have given to the larvard proposal to row
iheir lish oousins in their own waters and
on their own terms. ‘‘The victory of our
Harvard friends,”” he writes, ‘‘shonld they
win it, will be considerably less splendid
than a viotory by & crew of eight; but their
ohance of winning in a four is bayond qnes-
tion greater—a good eight is the culmination
of all the soience and art there is in row-
ing.”” And again:—*The victory would not le
aceepted as decisive,’” for ‘‘the universily
whioch has the best eight has necessarily the
best four, Harvard must, therefore, be pre-
pared to find the contest they propose con-
gidered as an incomplete trial of strength.”’

Thia desire to deny laurels not yet won, and
1aurels contended for under such hopeless
odds, is ly rebuked by our contempora-
xiea. The Herald pertinently asks wiy a
Sigood eight’’ is the “culmination of rowing”’
more than a good *'six.’”” The American col-
deges pull six oars, and yet Harvard congented
fast year (having a more practised crew than
the present) to row Oxford in an eight-oared
boat. The World adds that Oxford and Cam-
bridge have ‘‘four or five times a8 many un-
dergraduates to choose their oarsmen from’'
as ard. Even Bell's Life thinks it rather
hard that Harvard, unusged to such local diffi-
culties and obstructions, should have to row
the Putney course; but the Tribune correspon-
dent remarks that ‘‘Harvard is olearly right
about that.” However, this genial and gene-
pons writer need not worry—there is little
doubt that Harvard will be beaten in the un-
equal oontest. However, if, with a orew
thonght thus far to bis less perfect than those
of two years preceding, Harvard makes a
good show againat the first team of four that
Oxford ever turned out, on their waters and
on their terms, perhaps a return visit another
year may give a better fortune to the gallant
adventurers,

A CHECK TO PRUSSIA,
. From the N. Y. Herald.

Many have been the reports circulated by
the Enropean press in reference to the magni-
tude of the warlike preparations at present
being osrried out by Prussia, or virtuslly by
Count Bismark. Hundreds of men are em-
ployed in removing trees around the fortifica-
tions and preparing everything for a case of
emergency. Moreover, the King of Prussia is
to go on & tour of inspection to the northern
seaports sabout the middle of the present
month, from whence he will probably visit
the fortified towns along the Rhine. All these
precantions cannot have esoaped the watchful
& of interested neighbors, especially after

publication of Count Bismark's ideas re-
speoting the fatare form to be ndo?tod by the
map of FEurope. The oity of Mayenoce
is a strong point, and lately has been
partionlarly favored with the Fremier's
attention; in fact, from reports current we
are led to presume that it is at pre-
sent oocupied on a soale equal to that of
a war footing by Proselan soldiers, and the
consequence is that Franos and Aunstria are
determined to find ont what this means,
Basing their demand upon the cession of the
ringipality of Hegse to the North German
onfederation, they aik by what right Prussia
oconpies the fortreas of Mayence, Should this
question be enforced, we may anticipate that
Btronger arguments than diplomsoy will be
brouglit forward by Bismark, which may tend
to kindle the firebrand of war now evidently
pending in Earope.  Saoh is the dread of an
sarly struggle that merchsots in Enrops re-
fuse tocloze forward contracts for the purchage
and delivery of goods, which munst necessarily
be very detrimental to the general interests,
cansing a prejudioial effast both to the labor-
ing classes and to the capitalists, Count Bis-
mark has proved himsel! an able statesman,
and hss donbtless given the matter dus con-
gideration before entering upon his programume;
but in hia endeavors to aggrandize his father-
land he must not forget the difference existing
between the kingdom of Prussia and the North
German Confederation.

The Egyptians nsed to parade a skaleton at
their feasts, possibly aa a hint of what every
guest wonld come to when the meat was gons,
and certainly as reminder that the gayest,
most hilarious hours hkave their drawbacka.
In like mannsr, it may be permitted to at
lenst one paper—while the whole conntry ia
jubilant over the .:nmflatlon of that traly
national work, the Pacifis Railroad—to tone
down the general enthusisam by showing that,
great as this enterprige is, it is by no meaus
the *'big thing'' it is made appear on paper,
and that serious obstacles interpose to prevent
that success which sapguine people look for
at the very opening of the road. Those who
expect to see the gilks and teas of China and
Japan and the mineral wealth of the Pacifio
glope coming by this Lighway in untold
quantities this summer, and the ecoal of
Penneylvania and the cotton fabrics of
Rhode Island going to the far West by the
same means, will be sadly mistaken, There
is great danger of our over-estimating the
freight traflic to bs dons by this road, and for
the following reasome:—At the start, we con-
cede all honesty in the expenditures for and
the equipment of the road. No doubt, the
projectors, builders, and directors Lave done
all they promised, perhaps all they proposed,
But the construction of the road has been
hasty and necessarily flimiy, and it bas but
one track. For hundreds of miles this single
track runs through a wilderness, which wonld
be a howling oua if there were anything to
howl at, and the rails are laid over the other-
wige trackless waste, where the firat rnda sst-
tlements are yet to be established before the
Poet-Laureate of the Weat can sing:—

Wlere the ted Dl onee took his delizht,
There U and bl

Now the inhabitants 18 mostly white,
With nury red.”

Comsequently, it dees not nesd even a rail-
road man to ses that such a road through
such a region will waste an enormous propor-
tion of its power in ropning iteslf. Doable
track roads in oivilized and settled seotions—
and all railroads which pretend to do a pay-
ivg business are doubled-tracked —have wood,
water, machine shops, locomotive stations,
and general material to refit at proper inter-
vals along the route, and, in common phraaes,
‘feverything is handy,’"” meaning literally at
hand. DBut this road, running through the
wilderness and over wastes, must expend
a great deal of its power in conveying men
and materials for repairs from bne point to
another, in some places even in carrying
wood and water, and hence will be unable
to utilize itself to any great extent for
other purposes. If we shkounld reckon the

ower of & donble-track road in & favorable
ocality at 50 parts out of 100, the power
in proportion of this single-track road
across the continent would not bs more
than 5 or 6 parts oul of 100, The rest
would be wasted on itself in cariying men
and materials for its own repairs, and wood
and water for its own consumption. So that
we need not look at the present—cartainly not
till twe tracks are laid, and they in the most
gubstantial manner—{or the wealth of India
and China and the riches of the West to be
brought over the track now laid, Two tracks
are mecespary to make the road eilicient for
freight traflic. liven then the rates of freight
will ncoessarily be so high that we can ex-
ect only the trausport by this roate of bal-
ion and costly articles for which thera may
be a pressing demand, while for many
years to come, perhaps till sevaral roads
crogs the conutry to the Pacitie, the bulk of
thege things, as now, will come by sea, That
there will be a llvely passenger trads over the
new track, especially during the ooming
summer, and in apite of the high fares, thers
is mo doub' Curioszity and the spirit of
speculation will draw many men from the

aat to the far West by this road. But the
first suow will check even this tide of travel,

Th re is no sympathy {n the United States
for the Spanish government of Caba, and ne
likelih of any. An admirer of General
Daloe wonld be & dificult person to flad
amonF the citfzens of this conntry. It ia
therefore easy and safe, so far as popular
np;;mvnl goes, to demonnce Spsuish rule in
Cuba.

The Caban insurgents veed arms and men.
There {8 no legal obstacle against their pur-
chasiug as much of the former fn this markest
a2 they can pay for, and even mors, provided
they can get oredil. Our manafactories and
warehonses are wide open to them. And no
Federal officer has a right to prevent the
ghipment of these arms, or slop their de
parture, unless, by combination with parsons
or things, they rise to the conzequenocs of “‘a
military expedition or enterprise,”” Collector
(irinvell cannol refuase the clearance of n
veggal for Cnba merely beonuse she has arms
on board. He can only delain a vesesl mani-
fuatly bullt for war purposes, laden principally
with arms or munitious of war, when he =
satictied ghe I8 to be employed against & friendly
l‘n'l“'ur.

There is no Iaw either to pravent as many
men a8 see fit from leaving this conntry
voluntarily, unhired, unengaged, and unen-
listed on our soil, to fight against Spain or
any other foreign conutry. Duaring onr own
war, the Government tried to stop citizens
from goivg away to avoid the draft, But now,
snybody can expatriate himself who chooses
8o to do, and carry a gun, a sword, a dagger,

or a J00-ponuder with him. Thers is no pos-
§ible mupicipal or interpational difficnlty in
Mr. Dana monnting hig velocipede to-morrow
aud, with a firat-clasa Parrott gun in his coat-
tail pocket, skimming aoross the waters to the
ald of General Cespedes or Geperal Daloa. [t
is not a crime for Mr. Dana to leave this coun-
try with intent toenlist in a foreign military
service, mor to transport persons out of the
port of New York on his velocipede, with their
consent, who have an intention of so enlist-
ing. Itis acrime, howaver, to Lire or enlist
pereons, or to be hired oreulisted, in the United
States to go abroad with a purpose to serve
foreiguers in war.

The fact of insurrection or no insarrection
does not change the law or the obligations of
nentral powers. Noris an illegal enterprise
or expedition, starting in frand or violation
of nentral laws, made legal by sailing for an
intermediate port like St. Thomas. Mr.
Train is perfectly correct in gaying that what
it was oriminal for the Fruisng to do in re-
spect to Canada, it is equally oriminal for the
Cuban ivsurgents in New York to do in re-
gpsct to Spain.

Buat while it is quite legal for cit{zens to de-
part from the United States noder the restric-
tions we have laid down, either singly or n
numbers, organized or unorgauiz«d, for mili-
tary aid of the ibgnrrection, they mnst re-
member that they thersupon cease to be en-
titled to the pro'estion of the UGovernment
they leave behind if canght by General Dalce
as combatauts. And it is of just this that
General Grant ought Lo admonish all persons,
If & bundred young men from this city leave
to-morrow, in & legal manner, for Caba, and
are captured on the igland while asgisting
the 1ebellion, by ths Spanish forces, does
Grant intend to in'ervens and save them from
the cruelties of war?

There are indlcations in various quarters
that Great Brisain is sounding pablic opinion
on the snbjest of settling the Alabama claims
by ceding to the United States some portion
of her North American territory. The wisit
of Mr. Thornton, her Ambassador at Wash-
ington, to the Canadas; the signiflcant utter-
ances of some of ths provincial jodrnals con-
cerning the growing desire of portions of their
inhabitants for anuexation to the American
Union; and the undisgnizsed anxisty of the
Gladstone Ministry not only to avoid a rapture
with us, bnt even to atand well with the great
republic, all indicate the steady, though donbt-
less slow, drift of the tide toward this psacefal
solution of our international difficulties,

Time was when Eopgland carried herself
with an arrogant and insulting air toward this
country. All that has disappeared. Her dis-
mal failare as a military power in the Cri-
mesan war, and the gigantic force we exhibited
in our late coniliot, have bronght her states-
men to a very serions and salotary frame of
mind respecting the inevitable result of an
attempt on our part to oconquer the Canadian
Dominion. The prompt and almost defiant
rejection of the Johnson-Stanley treaty has
taught Eogland that we are in no mood to be
trifled with. She kmows that there is no na-
tion on earth with whom the masses of our
people, both at the North and at the Sounth,
wounld so heartily go to war as with that
donble dealing Government which, daring the
Rebellion, desply offended the North by pro-
mising to do nothing while it did so mnoh,
aud keenly disappointed the Soath by the

romise to do much while in fact it did so
In & war, tharefore, for a redress of

rievauces, the North wonld delight to pan-
1sh Hugland for her hypoorisy, while the
South wonld be eager to scathe her for hoer
treachery.

Ipglish statesmen are well aware that we
shounld vot fight our main battle on the sea,
where her eqnality with us, possibly her
superiority over ns, wonld ba of avail to her,
but oo the land, aud right at our own doors,
where our superiority both of resonrces and
of position wonld tell against ber with tremen-
dous odds. Of coursa we should not wholly
neglect the element where Farragat, Porter,
Aud their compeers won 'aurels; thongh ounr
iron clads wonld be chiclly smployed in alding
land batteries in defending our harbors and
coasts, while swift privatesra wanld be chasing
British merchantmen in whatever sea they
dared to unforl ths Usion Jack. The grest
contest, however, would ba waged in the pro-
vinces lyipg north of the St. Lawrence and
east of the St. Croix. lothree months after
the commencement of hostilitive, three armies,
each numbering at least a hoodred thousand
mev, would luvads Canada Wast and Canada
East, and New Bruunswick, sgaipst neither of
which could Eogland bring half so heavy &
forcae in doubls the time. In a word, we gshould
overrun the British provinoes, and hold every
strategic point there, ere the close of the first
And in such & contest,
how our Amerlcan oitizens of Hibarnian de
geent, and «spsoially the Feniaus, would
strike at omce for the atar-spaungled banner
and the green flag ! These classes alons would
be almost suflisient to fill up armies which
would be led to viotory by some of the bravest
oflicers who fonght in our civil war,

So obvious ia this that Hogland will naver
drive us to arms to vindicats ounr righta and
punish her wrongs. The psople of the United
Htates do not clamor for fighting, nor ask even
for an apology according to the sentimental
sugrestion of Senator Bumper. They simply
want their pay. Wa wonld take it im oash,
but the Britlsh Chanosllor of the Exohequer
oan Lardly make the two ends of the yesr
meel, and has no money to spars, With
plenty of territory lying at our doore, whick
Bhie holds Ly a frail tenure, Rogland Lad bat-

ter voluntarily esda to us enongh to lig 1tinte
onr demands, =8t we lavy u it with the
girong haud. If ghe will {i'o l.rl.: we will mg-
nanimonsly receipt onr bill.
